The gutter 
should slope to one edge and also to 
one end, as in Fig. I, which shows 
I cross-section. 
The front gate should be adjusta­ 
ble, so as to close to the rear edge of 
the platform. 
The manger may be 
made of wood or cement, but iu all 
edses should be partitioned off so as 
to keep each cow’s food separate. 
Some stockmen object to cement floors 
on the ground that they give the 
cows rheumatism and produce sore 
feet. 
If proper bedding 
is given, 
there 
should be no trouble. 
Many 
think such a floor construction extrav­ 
agant and impractical for the average 
dairyman, but it is not. 
While the 
original cost may be a little more, it 
will be cheaper in the end and far 
more serviceable. 
Such a floor will 
outwear many made of wood and will 
be far more sanitary in every way. 
They arp easier to clean and do not 
give off odors like a board floor, 
which soaks up filth and causes an 
ever-present odor in the stable. 
The stalls should be separate so 
that each animal will be by herself, 
and she will soon learn to take her 
own place when entering the stable. 
This is not saying that good stables 
cannot be built of wood, but it is to 
remind the man who contemplates 
building or wishes to remodel his baru 
that it pays to build well.

“German newspapers, which arriv­ 
ed recently in the United States, con­ 
tained pamphlets advising the de­ 
struction of American munitions fac 
tories. 
Such a practice is designated 
as stupid and dangerous. 
This was 
the w’ork of misguided and hot-headed 
citizens. 
No newspaper office was 
responsible, and this is looked on with 
disfavor by the government and all 
connected with the military forces.

Frankfort, Germany, Sept. 17.—The 
w ar 
has 
checked but by no m eans 
stopped plans for wrhat 
is 
perhaps 
Fran kfo rt’s most ambitious undertak­ 
ing—a university to rival the great 
educational enterprises 
and 
institu­ 
tions in other parts of Germany. 
Despite 
stupendous 
demands 
on 
their resources because of the wrar, 
the 
wealthy 
men and the societies 
and institutions back of the F ran k­ 
fort university have continued to lend 
it the support originally planned and 
guaranteed, and gradually it is ap­ 
proaching completion from a physical 
standpoint and developing 
in 
other 
ways. 
The university as originally planned 
was to be one of the fewr large insti­ 
tutions of its kind in Germany de­ 
pendent upon private endowment and 
operating only with 
the 
permission, 
not the support of the state. 
W ith 
the interest from millions of m arks 
to draw’ on, highly paid chairs were 
planned, leaders in educational lines 
were engaged, and a wonderful set of 
buildings were outlined. 
Then came the w ar and its calls on 
any 
and 
every 
private and public 
purse. 
Those behind the university 
somewhat grimly decided to go ahead 
and in the very midst 
of 
the 
war 
have nursed it into being and set it 
on its feet „ Not only will the univer­ 
sity be complete architecturally with­ 
in a few months, but it is already 
successfully 
in 
operation education 
ally. 
The university began its first sem ­ 
ester 
with 
about 
600 students, of 
whom it lost but few, and swung into 
its second half year with 800 pupils. 
Practically every one 
of 
the 
1,400 
were, at the time of enrollment, at 
least, exem pt from military duty, and 
thus the attendance percentage has 
been kept at a high point. 
One activity of the institution that 
was not counted on in the original 
plans is the instruction of men who 
have returned from the w ar with im­ 
paired limbs and incapable of further 
service. 
As in other German cities, 
these men have been 
taught 
new 
trades in industrial schools, so many 
of them are nowr enrolled as students 
at the Frankfort university, and are 
fitting them selves through 
the 
me­ 
dium of a thorough education to take ! 
up some new' occupation. 
The institution is a university in 
the full m eaning of the word, though 
it is an outgrowth of the adjoining 
Academy of Social Science, and will 
be predom inantly scientific 
in 
its 
work. 
It has also a large and g a m ­ 
ing medical departm ent, 
which 
at 
present 
is 
engaged in wTa r hospital 
and clinical wTork in a separate build­ 
ing in another part of the city. 
The principal departm ents of the 
university are the law and the medi­ 
cal schools, the school of philosophy, 
under which heading fall the depart­ 
m ents of history, language, philology 
and geography; the school of natural 
sciences, with physics and chemistry, 
minerology 
and 
geology, 
botany, 
zoology and so.on; the school of eco-j 
nomics and social science; and the j 
school of arts and crafts. 
The requirem ents for admission to I 
the university are approxim ately the ! 
same as those imposed by other sim ­ 
ilar institutions, but officials of the 
empire, 
the 
state, 
the city or the 
< hurch are not accepted, nor are those 
attached 
to 
other Prussian institu­ 
tions 
of 
learning, nor “persons be­ 
longing to the trade classed."

HOW TO OPERATE INCUBATOR 
■ — 
J f% [ 
Temperature of Place Where Machine 
It Kept Should Not Vary—Use 
Only Fresh Egg*. 


Care should be taken that the tem­ 
perature of the place where the ma­ 
chine is kept does not vary. To secure 
an even temperature it is a good plan 
to place the incubator in an outhouse, 
which should be locked up, thus pre­ 
venting the opening and closing of the 
door as much as possible. The build­ 
ing should be well ventilated at the 
top and be free from drafts. 
In the 
middle of the house is the best place 
for the machine, as this allows the air 
to circulate around it. It should nevei 
be put in a corner or against a wall, 
as fresh air is essential during the 
process of incubation. 
The machine should stand either on 
a low form or on the floor, as this al­ 
lows the heat inside to be regular. If 
the egg drawer is but half an inch 
lower at the front than the back, the 
front will not be as w’arm as the back. 
Fresh eggs, of course, must be used. 
Where it can be managed, they should 
be put into the incubator the same 
day they have been laid. 
They may 
be two or three days oid, but the most 
successful results are obtained from 
new-laid ones. All the eggs should be 
of as near the same size as possible. 
And very small or very large ones 
should not be chosen, as they often 
prove unfertile
